EXPLANATION IS DUE 


ATTORNEY GENERAL Louis J. Lefkowitz of New 
York this week whitewashed the most brazen instance 
of hotel discrimination in American Jewish history. 

This was not a situation where one man or even a 
group of men claimed that they were refused admission 
to a hotel. The documented evidence was presented to 
the attorney general by The POST and OPINION, and 
at the same time published in our issue of Jan. 29, 1960. 

The evidence was irrefutable. 

THE ATTORNEY GENERAL, known hitherto for his 
fearlessness, might have come to the conclusion that al- 
though the facts are beyond contradition, the Castle Har- 
bour Hotel in Bermuda in seeking to rid itself of its 
Jewish clientel—upgrading is the technical term in hotel 
parlance—broke no laws of the state of New York. 

But this is not the tenor of Mr. Lefkowitz’s press re- 
lease. The press release merely states that the attorney 
general’s office has conc'uded its inquiry, which incident- 
ally took six months even though all the evidence was 
furnished in photostatic form to the New York Officials 
by The POST and OPINION. 

THE RELEASE equivoctes by saying that Mr. Lef- 
kowitz “has received firm assurances that the New York 
State laws prohibiting discriminatory practices will be 
observed.” It adds “that anyone who seeks accommoda- 
tions at the Castle Harbour Hotel will find that the Wolfe 
Organization is not engaging in unlawful discriminatory 
practices.” 

The question Mr. Lefkowitz is whether the Wolfe Or- 
ganization, as exposed in The POST and OPINION, was 
employed in order to rid the hotel of its Jewish clientele. 

NO MENTION is made in the report by the attorney 
general of the owners of the hotel who employed the Wolfe 
Organization to carry through this 3-year program which 
would rid the Castle Harbour of the taint of being the 
hotel in Bermuda, to which Jews might be sent. 

Bermuda has a long history of unfriendliness to Jews 
who sought to partake of the island’s resort attractions. 
The Castle Harbour case offered Mr. Lefkowitz an oppor- 
tunity to stamp out this evil. Mr. Lefkowitz muffed this 
one altogether, and we feel he ow2s the Jewish community 
an explanation.

Parties’ Platform ‘Planks’ on Israel 


Are Just So Much Hot Air 


LONDON (P-O) — Americans 
this week are recuperating from 
the ordeal of spending two weeks 
in front of their trusty television 
gets watching the two parties se- 
ject their presidential nominee. 

And along with the midsum- 
mer madness of picking candi- 
dates, the old sport of building 
platforms took up some sizeable 
time at the convention. 

For the past several conven- 
tions, it has become traditional 
for the Zionists and the Ameri- 
can Council for Judaism to lock 
horns in bitter combat before the 
platform committee and_ state 
their case. This year was no ex- 
ception. 


THERE WAS the rather undig- 
nifiled squabble before the Demo- 
cratic platform committee be- 
tween pro-Israeli elements and 
the Council until committee 
chairman, Chester Bowles, de- 
cided there were some other 
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world problems to be discussed 
as well as the Arab-Israel con- 
flict. 

Anyway, the pro-Israelis car- 
ried the day with a “plank” in 
the Democratic platform which 
made them very happy. It reads 
as follows: 

“In the Middle East we will 
work for guarantees to ensure 
independence for all states. We 
will encourage direct settlement 
of Arab-Israel peace negotiations, 
the resettlement of Arab refu- 
gees in lands where there is 
room for them, an end to boy- 
cotts and blockades, and unre- 
stricted use of the Suez Canal 
by all nations.” 


EVERYBODY was happy. The 
Democrats with an eye cocked at 
an imagined Jewish vote were 
happy and so were the pro- 
Israelis. The Republicans’ 
“plank” on the Arab-Israel con- 
flict was somewhat less short and 
restrained put pro-Israelis could 
not be offended by the GOP plat- 
form. 

The editor of the Jewish Ob- 
server and Middle East Review, 
Jon Kimche, had some penetrat- 
ing observations to make on the 
whole platform business regard- 
ing the Arab-Israel situation. 

Kimche said the “planks” on 
the Arab-Israel conflict were in- 
serted with equal energy and en- 
thusiasm into the Democratic 
and Republican party platforms 


for the 1956 Presidential elec- 
tion. 
They were just as emphatic 


in their avowals on behalf of 
Israel in 1956, but when it came 
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to a test in the Sinai campaign 
a few months after the conven- 
tions were over, no one thought 
of or mentioned the planks or 
the platforms, Kimche noted. 

For platforms are designed to 
win elections, not for the conduct 
of governmental policy. 

“BUT THERE is another side 
to the platform story,” Kimche 
said. “I wonder sometimes whe- 
ther .nost of the propaganda or- 
ganizations, both the anti-Israelis 
and the pro-Israelis, are not bark- 
ing up the wrong trees?” 

Does all this great effort to 
get the national conventions say 
something nice about Israel, or 
about Nasser, really matter, Kim- 
che asked. 

The editor of the Jewish Ob- 
server and Middle East Review 
commented: 

“BUT IS THERE anything 
sillier than the all too familiar 
comment in which the Jewish 
press seems to specialize? We 
are getting it now in the wake 
of the Kennedy nomination. Mr. 
Shmalzkop, the well-known Jew- 
ish communal leader, we are told, 
has twice drunk tea with the Sen- 
ator, while Mr. X has actually 
discussed Jews with Kennedy. 
And then, of course, there are 
Ribicoff and Raskin and Feld- 
man who have been Kennedy’s 
friends and advisers for years, 
and who really ran the campaign 
and will be there when they are 
wanted, and so on and so forth.” 

All this adds up to very little 
when it comes to the President 
or the Secretary of State or the 
Pentagon making a policy deci- 
sion on Israel once they are in 
power, Kimche said. This is poli- 
tics and especially power politics, 
he said. They have very little to 
do with planks. Only when the 
propagandists begin to under- 
stand this, will their propaganda 
become more effective and more 
realistic, Kimche said.

HAIFA—For some years the 
relationship between France and 
Israel has been close and cordial. 
The period during and after the 
Suez campaign marked a high 
spot in these relations. On the 
part of Israel 
there was love, 
respect and 
gratitude for 
French sup- 
port, not only 
during the 
fighting, but 
during the dif- 
ficult political 

SS struggles that 
Alpert followed as 
well on the part of France there 
was admiration and affection for 
the plucky little country which 
was standing up for its rights 
so courageously. 

The French Ambassador in Is- 
rael became the most popular 
member of the diplomatic corps. 
Thousands of Israelis enrolled 
for the study of the French lan- 
guage at various evening classes 
and courses, 


IN NOVEMBER, 1959, the two 
countries signed a Cultural 
Treaty which called for certain 
mutual arrangements. Hebrew 
was granted the status of a rec- 
ognized subject in French high 
schools and_ universities, Ex- 
change of teachers and students 
was planned. French was grant- 
ed recognition, together with 
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English, as a first foreign lan- 
guage in the schools of Israel. 
Other items were set down for 
gradual implementation in a pro- 
gram designed to advance friend- 
ship and cultural cooperation. 

At the time the agreement was 
greeted with universal approba- 
tion in Israel, but unforeseen dif- 
ficulties have now arisen. 

In most Israel schools English 
is introduced as a foreign lan- 
guage beginning in the sixth 
grade of elementary school, and 
instruction is continued until the 
pupil graduates high school. Pur- 
suant to the treaty with France, 
the Ministry selected several 
leading schools at which the 
teaching of French was intro- 
duced in the sixth grade. The 
reaction from the parents was 
immediate, 


THE GENERAL desire is that 
the children learn English. It is 
the language required for ad- 
mission to most of the country’s 
high schools, It is essential for 
any student who wishes to con- 
tinue at the Hebrew University 
or ihe Technion, since most sup- 
plementary readings and _ re- 
search are conducted in English. 
Parents whose children were 
shunted off into the French 
classes expressed the fear that 
the careers and academic future 
of their youngsters would be im- 
paired. 

The Ministry of Education has 
declared that no child would be 
compelled to take French instead 
of English against his will, but 
the need to satisfy the terms of 
the ireaty with France exists. 
Indeed, the representatives of 


the French government have al- 
ready hinted delicately that Is- 
rael nas not yet complied with 
the agreement. 


THE SITUATION has become 
embarrassing. A leading daily 
newspaper, like Davar, which is 
considered the foremost spokes- 
man of the government point of 
view, carried a leading article 
warning that pressure should not 
be used on pupils and parents. 
Perhaps the trend to French 
should be made more gradual. 
Perhaps the children should be 
encouraged to join French clubs 
and culture circles, after school 
hours. Perhaps more attention 
should be centered on the high 
schools where, in any event, pu- 
pils must elect a second foreign 
language in addition to English. 

In the meantime, the Israel 
post office has completed a shift- 
over to French. All signs and 
directories in the Israel post of- 
fices are in Hebrew and French 
only. Application forms and ord- 
ers of various kinds are also in 
those two languages only. Tour- 
ists who speak English only are 
often at a loss. 

IT WILL BE extremely diffi- 
cult to eradicate the cultural 
stamp which the British left 
upon this country, however, The 
second language here is English. 
Despite all the good will for 
France, and despite all the ef- 
forts of the government to im- 
plement its cultural treaty, 
French will never gain equal 
standing in Israel with English.

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Kennedy Supports a New Approach 
To Solve Old Arab-lsrael Conflict 


WASHINGTON (P-O) — What 
is Democratic party nominee for 
president, Senator John F. Ken- 
nedy’s views on issues affecting 
American Jews? 

Kennedy said in the Senate 
recently, “We must formulate, 
with both imagination and re- 
straint, a new approach to the 
Middle East—not pressing our 
case so hard that the Arabs feel 
their neutrality and nationalism 
are threatened, but accepting 
those forces and seeking to help 
channel them along constructive 
lines, while at the same time 
trying to hasten the inevitable 
Arab acceptance of the perma- 
nence of Israel.” 

KENNEDY SAID, “We must 
give our support to programs 
to help people instead of regimes 
—to work in terms of their prob- 
lems, not ours—and seek a per- 
manent settlement among Arabs 
and Israelis

Meeting Tries To Heal 
Old Jabotinsky Wounds 


TEL AVIV (P-O) — Although 
Viadimir Jabotinsky has been 
dead for twenty years, a legacy 
of bitterness has surrounded the 
legend of the great and contro- 
versial Zionist leader even to 
this day. 

Last week in Tel Aviv, Israel 
took the first step in rehabilitat- 
ing the memory of the Revision- 
ist leader and in recognizing the 
role he played in the Zionist 
movement. 

On Premier Ben-Gurion’s in- 
itiative, President Ben-Zvi invit- 
ed 150 prominent Israelis to his 
home for a commemorative meet- 
ing for the late Zionist leader. 
The meeting was interpreted as 
a reconciliation between two riv- 
als—the Revisionist movement 
and the Zionist movement — a 
feud which has lasted almost 
four decades, the London Jewish 
Chronicle reported. 

It is reliably reported here that 
this first conciliatory step will 
be followed by another: the 
transfer of the Jabotinsky’s re- 
mains to Israel. 

President Ben-Zvi described 
Jabotinsky as “a proud Jew, a 
great poet and writer, patron of 
Jewish self-defence, and a great 
Zionist statesman who predicted 
the birth of Israel but who did 
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not have the good fortune to live 
to see the State arise.” 

Ben-Zvi spoke of Jabotinsky’s 
part in organising the first Jew- 
ish self-defence unit in Jerusalem 
(for which, in 1920, he was sent- 
enced by a British military tribu- 
nal to 15 years’ imprisonment but 
soon reprieved), and his activi- 
ties in forming the Jewish Le- 
gion in Britain during the First 
World War, while Ben-Zvi and 
Ben-Gurion were simultaneously 
recruiting volunteers in the Unit- 
ed States,

THE TWO PLATFORMS 


As between the planks in the party platforms of the 
ergy and Republicans, there is hardly any choice 

om a Zionist standpoint. 

THE DEMOCRATIC platform is comprehensive, and 
undertakes to remove the injustices against not only Israel, 
as far instance in the matter of the Suez canal, but also 
against American Jewish citizens. 

The Republican platform on the other hand is brief 
almost to the point of being abrupt. 

Were these documents of the State Department, as 
official U.S. policy, there would be no question in the 
minds of most U.S. Jews as to which of the two parties 
might bring about some reform in the U.S.’s activity in 
the Near East and right the imbalance which permits the 
= to even obstruct the American policy in the armed 
orces. 

BUT THESE documents are meaningless, if the man 
who is to hold the reins of the U.S. government finds, 
for any number of reasons, that he must act contrary to 
the platform statements. 

It boils down to what every American election finally 

mes to. Which of the candidates do you trust, which 

y his past performance will introduce the needed reforms 

to our Near East policies? Which, in other words is the 

st man to guide the destinies of our nation in these 
troubled times? 

JEWS PROBABLY more than most, due no doubt 
to their faith in the democratic process, base their selec- 
fon of elected officials on all-around abilities. Naturally 
there are favorite issues with Jews, just as there are fav- 
orite issues with farmers, or Southerners, etc. 

But if an informed electorate is an essential for the 
wisest election choice, we think most politicians would 
@oncede that Jews are just that. 


COURT TEST VALUABLE 


WE CAN’T WHOLLY agree with the observation of 
= S. Andhil Fineberg in connection with the case of the 
ive parents in Miami who are seeking to cleanse the 
~ system of religious observances through recourse 
0 the courts. 

Dr. Fineberg, who has a fine record in fighting anti- 
Semitism, suggested that although there will be stirred 
up considerable anti-Jewish feeling by the Miami case, 
Much depends on the decision of the Supreme Court when 
the case reaches that highest tribunal. 

IF THESE RELIGIOUS observances are ruled uncon- 
gtitutional, Dr. Fineberg stated (P-O, July 29) then the 
trial will of course have been a wise move. 

There is a great amount of education to be achieved 
Many people who would normally have been supporters 
of some simple non-sectarian prayers in the school rooms, 
will be shocked to learn the extent to which religious ob- 
gervances have crept into the Miami school system. 

IN ADDITION the Miami case can be lost when it 
teaches the supreme court, but there will be many people 
who will have learned that like cancer, there is no pos- 
sibility of a little religion in our schools. Either the schools 
are kept free of religious indoctrination and the homes 
and churches made the center of these teachings, or the 
schools will be a battleground and alienate one or another 
of the hundreds of religious denominations that make up 
the American experiment. 


LESSON OF IRAN 


THE LESSON OF Iran is that Israel has again won 
a remarkable diplomatic victory. Nasser’s startled reaction 
is proof. 

Diplomacy travels on the wings of accomplishment. 
Israel now leads any western-oriented nation, even or es- 
pecially the great powers, in relationship to the new 
countries of Africa. 

A REMARKABLE opportunity was offered Israel when 
the dark continent’s nations sought independence. The 
marvel of Israel’s diplomatic awareness is that she sensed 
what was happening and seized the opportunity offered. 

Russia seems to have realized Israel’s tremendous dip- 
lomatic progress before the West. But the West knows 
it today. 

THIS CAN ONLY mean continued gains for Israel 
as a state to be reckoned with by other larger and more 

owerful countries. Isolated a few years ago, with almost 

o ties to any country, large or small, Israel turns out 
in a few years to be the one nation that most other smaller 
nations of the world are will to trust. . 

Iran in time will be followed by Jordan and other 
members of the Arab League as they see that their best 
interests are in friendship and cooperation with Israel 
rather than threats and disfavor by Nasser. The next 
round, which Nasser and his Russian trained military 
forces has been threatening Israel with, may be altogether 
bypassed, as Nasser’s star continues to set.

Dear Sir: 

I hope that you will give me the honor 
as a Jewish teenager to express my opinion 
in a very important matter that had plagued 
and puzzled me for quite some time. Perhaps 
through your paper I might find the answer 
and the relief. 

As a teenager and Confirmed Jewish 
member, I would like to know, why my peo- 
ple of my faith, in small communities have 
a difficult time holding on to a rabbi, and 
to respect him, 

There were days that we didn’t have a 
rabbi, and we felt lonely, and then when we 
did get a Rabbi, I remember that there al- 
Ways were people who complained against 
him without any reason, and drove him out. 
I loved the rabbi as a good teacher and my 
Christian friends liked him, and he was a 
great inspiration to us children, and whatever 
I know about Judaism is thanks to the rabbi. 

Why then can’t a rabbi remain in a small 
community for a long period and be respected 
as the Protestant minister in the church, 

I always felt that the people in a small 
community should be thankful that a rabbi 
is willing to sacrifice his advancement, and 
serve them, and all the people could do, is 
respect him, 

After all the rabbi is only human, and 
not a magician. Even Moses made mistakes 
towards God, 


Then I'd like to Know the answer to the 
question why our synagogues are empty, and 
my people refuse to come to service to pray. 
I always believed that prayers are the basic 
reason to come to the house of God, and not 
to judge the rabbi’s personality and sermon 
or the gossip of your neighbor, 

I hope I am not too critical, but I am 
growing up, and like an answer if I am to 
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remain a devout Jewess. This is a world for 
searching the truth, and maybe someone can 
help me. 

I am now in the big city, and hope you 
will print this letter, and please forgive me 
for not telling you my full name and the 
town.

What the Jewish group must do is 
to strengthen its underpinnings so that our 
young people will seek other Jewish young 
people as mates not only because they are 
not secretly ashamed of their Jewishness, but 
because they recognize that the chances of 
a successful marriage are considerably lessened 
in intermarriage. 


Tisha B’Ab Recalls Dark Days

Many of us must have noticed 
how our midsummer holiday va- 
cation coincides with the darkest 
mourning period of our calendar 
Just when we are revelling in 
the summer sun and perhaps in 
the warm sea, the fast of 17th 
Timmuz (Shiv’'a Asar BeTam- 
muz) comes along, marking the 
beginning of the Three Week 
mourning period that is climaxed 
by the Black Fast of the Ninth 
of Av (Tisha B’Ab) in com: 
memoration of the greatest ca- 
tastrophe of Jewish history—the 
destruction of the Temple. 

BUT THE midsummer heat in 
which the holidaymaker revels, 
spelt maddening thirst for our 
ancestors 2,000 years ago, be- 
sieged by the Romans in parched 
Jerusalem. Hundreds of thou- 
sands if not millions of them, we 
are told, had been caught in the 
city, three months earlier. Pass- 
over pilgrims, unable to leave as 
the Romans surrounded the city. 
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On the 17th Tammuz a breach 
was made in the wall. 

But it was the internal strife 
between warring factions that 
sealed the fate of Jerusalem. The 
extrimists burned the valuable 


provisions. Some 500 years 
earlier the First Temple had 
been burnt, on the same day 
after a longe siege by the 
Babylonians. 

JEWISH tradition associates 
other disastrous events of our 


long history with these melan- 
choly dates 

“Five things happened to our 
fathers on the 17th Tammuz and 
five on Tisha B’Ab. On the for- 
mer, the Tables of the Law were 
broken by Moses; the daily burnt- 
offering in the Temple was 
aborgated, the city breache,d a 
certain Apostomos (a Roman sol- 
dier or Jewish aposstate) burnt 
the Torah and Judean King Ma- 
nasseh placed an idol in the sanc- 
tuary. 

On Tisha B’Ab it was decreed 
that our fathers should not enter 
the Promised Land (as a punish- 
ment for the evil report of the 
spies and the people’s lack of 
faith), the First and Second Tem- 
ples were destroyed and Betar 
(last Jewish stronghold in the 
Bar Kochba rebellion 150 C.E.) 
taken and Jerusalem ploughed 
up 

AT THE TIME of the D 
tion of the Temple with the ca- 
tastrophe still written large in th 
minds of the people, there were 
Pious extremists who wished to 
spend their lives in fasting, 
mourning and celibacy. Our 
Sages in thelr wisdom refused to 


countenace such extreme mea- 
sures but prescribed, inter alia, 


three weeks of mourning when 
no marriages are solemnized, It 
is usual to refrain from wine and 
meat during the first nine days 
of Av 


The fast itself, like the Biblical 
fast of Kippur is from evening 
till evening. A whole people 


mourns, sitting on the ground on 
low stools and reciting the Book 
of Lamentations, the srophet 
Jeremiah’s laments on the eclipse 
of the glory of Jerusalem and 
exile of his people. To this have 
been added the Kinot or dirges 
composed on the only too numer 
ous catastrophes of Jewish 
history.

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Rabbi Embittered By 
Center Sabbath Opening

On July 22, you printed a part 
of a sermon delivered by one of 
your rabbis under your caption 
of “Richmond Reaches Compro- 
mise on Sabbath Center Open- 
ing.” Were you to have known 
the facts as I know them, being 
chairman of the Central Virginia 
Association of Rabbis, and hav- 
ing been in the thick and thin of 
the bitter conflict, you would 
have worded your caption as fol- 
bows: “Richmond Rabbis (Non- 
Orthodox) Compromise Sabbath 
in Center Opening!” 

I had been in Richmond but a 
few months when our Rabbinical 
Association was called upon to 
issue a studied and clear state- 
ment as to the opening on the 
Sabbath or closing of the Jew- 
ish community center that was 
about to be completed. Being new 
in the community, my Conserva- 
tive and Reform colleagues ex- 
plained to me that to come out 
with a categorical closing of the 
center on the Sabbath would be 
self-defeating, for the center 
board would completely disre- 
gard our ruling. 

Taking this appraisal of my 
Golleagues as so, both another 
Orthodox rabbi and I, together 
with the Conservative rabbi and 
two Reform rabbis, reached 
unanimity on the opening of the 
center for a cultural Oneg Shab- 
bat program which would ex- 
clude electrical equipment, the 
gymnasium and the pool, 


The Orthodox contingent voted 
for this partial opening for the 
following reasons: 

® There was no infraction of 
the law. In 1956 a committee 
was set up for the same purpose 
by the National Jewish Welfare 
Board under the chairamnship of 
Jules L. Freed, Mt. Vernon, N. Y., 
it included laymen and two Re- 
form, two Conservative and two 
Orthodox rabbis, and they set up 
a Sabbath program which con- 
tained 19 different activities, 
none of them mentioning electric 
equipment or the gymnasium 
and swimming pool. We relied 
on this decision. 

® We felt that in order for the 
Rabbinical Association to be ef- 
fective and to have its authority 
respected by the center board, it 
had to present a unanimous de. 
cision. 

®We had faith in our Con-| 
servative and Reform colleagues | 
that individually and _ privately 
they would stand by this unan- 
imous decision which was 
reached after long deliberation. 

The rabbi’s sermon accuses the 
Orthodox contingent in not hav 
ing faith in their fellow Jews. 
On the contrary, we were willing 
to vote for partial opening be- 
cause we had faith in the center 
board that they would respect 
this decision and we had | 
faith in our colleagues that they | 
would not change thei mizds | 
under pressure. 

However, our faith was not 
vindicated. Members of the cen-| 
ter’s board informed privately | 
our non-Orthodox colleagues that | 
the rabbinical decision would not| 
be acceptable, that the program- | 
ming could be implemented with 
out the pool and the gym. Our} 
faith was not vindica¥ed even in| 
regard to our colleaguas who 





also 


privately informed these mem- 
bers of the center board that 
they would be willing to go along 
with their further demands of 
an open pool and gym. This de- 
fection and betrayal on the part 
of our colleagues completely in- 
validated our previous’ unan- 
imous stand and destroyed the 
effectiveness of the rabbinical 
association. 

Infuriated at this unilateral 
betrayal of the rabbinical associ- 
ation, I called an emergency 
meeting to which one Conserva. 
tive, one Reform and three Or- 
thodox rabbis came. This time 
we voted for complete closing of 
the center, three for, and two 
against. However, we knew that 
this action would not have the 
slightest effect on the center, 
since those rabbis who repre- 
sented the majority of Jews in 
the community, had destroyed 
the unanimity of the rabbinical 
association. 

As for the question of halahah, 
this is not the place to disduss it. 
However, even a layman can 
recognize the superficiality of the 
analogy of a synagogue Shabbos 
goy, who puts on the lights in 
the course of his daily work and 
which is ‘l’sheym mitsvch,” for 
the purpose of prayer or Torah, 
to a Shabbos goy who would be 
at one’s elbow constantly direc- 
ted to put on this phonograph or 
that projector, not for the pur- 
pose of a mitsvah. Furthermore, 
regardless who makes these elec- 
trical equipment work, as long 
as it is done for a Jew, its use 
is forbidden. Our Orthodox con- 
tingent will also be happy to 
show the various “issurim” of 
swinging on Shabbos, Camp 
Ramah notwithstanding . 

Those of us who have been 
long in the Rabbinate know that 
compromise is like a creeping 
paralysis. Invidiously, and im- 
perceptibly it so dilutes our in- 
stitutions, our convictions, our 
ideals, our faith, that we are left 
clinging to empty air 

I believe that my love for Jew 
ish children is no less than those 
of my opponents. But I wish 
them to remain Jewish children. 
They can only remain Jewish 
through guidance and discipline. 
We cannot confront § children 
with equivocation and compro 
mise, with “pilpul” and half-way 
measures. We must be straight- 
forward with them.., 

I firmly believe that deep down 
in their hearts both the laymen 
and rabbis feel that no service 
was done to the Sabbath by this 
vote. Both Reform and Conserv- 
ative Jews have expressed to me 
the idea that a Jewish commun- 
ity center should be closed com. 
pletely on the Sabbath. American

Ramah Campers Go Overboard on Religion 
Until Autumn Snaps Them Back to Reality 


(SECOND IN A SERIES)

A situation you’d never think 
would confront a Conservative 
camping operation is one that 
the Ramah Camp in the north. 
eastern corner of Pennsylvania 
is meeting with success or not 
depending on your viewpoint. 

IT SEEMS that the camp is too 
traditional. But here again this 
would depend on your viewpoint. 
But nevertheless this reporter 
could not help but wonder at the 
ritual and observances. 

The Jewish Theological Sem- 
inary of America, the central 
body of Conservative Judaism in 
this country, sponsors’ four 
Ramah camps. The strictly He- 
braic atmosphere of the camp in 
the Pocono Mountains was im- 
mediately apparent as we en- 
tered the Pocono Ramah, All 
signs and directions were in He. 
brew. 

LEVI SOSHUK, the camp di- 
rector, told us that there are 
1,000 children in all the Ramah 
camps; (including 350 children 
at Pocono Ramah). The educa- 
tional staff numbers 300. The 
children, who are children of 
members of Conservative con- 
gregations, consists of 80 per 
cent Hebrew school children and 
20 per cent day school children. 
Advanced proficiency in Hebrew 
studies is a requirement for ad- 
mission to Ramah. 

Our conversation was fre- 
quently interrupted as counselors 
directed Hebrew remarks to Mr. 
Soshuk. One and a half hours of 
study are required of every 
camper. The study groups are 
co-ordinated by Bill Lakritz, edu- 
cational director of the Phila. 


delphia Board of Jewish Educa- 
tion. The spiritual direction of 
each camp is entrusted to a mem- 
ber of the faculty of the Sem- 
inary. At Pocono it is Dr. Ger- 
shon Cohen. 

HOWEVER, UNLIKE spiritual 
leaders of many congregations 
whose problem is lack of piety, 
Dr. Cohen’s main problem is 
over-abundance of religious piety 
on the part of counselors and 
campers. In one of the assembly 
halls we heard Dr. Cohen be: 
moaning the “distressing over- 
piety” of counselors and camp- 
ers, to a very distinguished group 
of leading Conservative rabbis. 

“On Tishe B’Ab, the campers 
went barefoot at the service and 
many counselors and campers 
even did not wear their belts, be- 
cause they were made of leather 
(and therefore forbidden by the 
Shulchan Aruch). Our problem 
is to maintain some rationalism 
in the Tisha B’Ab observance.” 

ON THE WAY to the mess 
hall, where we were invited for 
supper, we were summarily 
drafted by a group of campers 
and counselors into a minyan for 
the mincha (afternoon) service 
which was spontaneously being 
formed in front of the mess hall. 
After this brief service, we no- 
ticed that there was an “Eruv,” 
a ritual wire encasement around 
the camp which was constructed 
by the couselors so that they 
could carry articles around the 
camp on the Sabbath. This is an 
Orthodox Jewish law. 

Upon inquiring from Mr. 
Soshuk concerning the observ- 
ances of seemingly Orthodox rit- 
ual at a Conservative camp, he

The July 28, 1960, issue of The 
National Jewish POST and 
OPINION contains a story refer- 
ring to a proposal made by the 
representative of a New York 
funeral director, George Gutt- 
stein, that some provision be 
made to memorialize in Israel 
those Jewish people who have 
passed on and been put to rest 
here in the United States.

The Jewish cemetery 
in the middle ages was “The 
House of Life,” and was called 
the “Beth Hachaim.” It was kept 
beautiful with shrubs and trees, 
which led the Christians to call it 
the “Garden of the Jews” (Hor- 
tus Judeorium). It has always
